of  his  collecting’  and  has  been  produc- 
ing sales  catalogues  since  the  1930s.  His 
name  is  included  in  the  acknowledge- 
ment section  of  most  of  the  standard  col- 
lector references  in  use  today,  a tribute 
both  to  Art  Kagin’s  expertise  and  his 
willingness  to  share  what  he  knows.” 

Frank J.  Katen  — ‘‘Frank  opened  his  first 
coin  shop  in  New  Haven  in  1944  and 
subsequently  moved  to  his  present  home 
in  Silver  Spring,  MD.  Always  interested 
in  the  educational  aspects  of  collecting, 
by  1958  Frank  had  turned  from  a coin 
dealer  who  handled  books  to  a 
numismatic  book  dealer  who  handled 
coins.  He  has  contributed  several  articles 
to  popular  journals  and,  in  1992,  shared 
his  ninetieth  birthday  with  us  by  par- 
ticipating in  the  Coinage  of  the 
America’s  Conference  here  on  Canada’s 
Money,  the  proceedings  volume  of  which 
has  just  been  published.” 

Eric  P.  Newman  — ‘‘Eric,  a business  ex- 
ecutive in  real  life,  otherwise  gives  the 
impression  that  he  is  a full-time  research 
numismatist.  He  is  a member  of  the 
Society’s  governing  Council;  founder  of 
the  Eric  P.  Newman  Numismatic  Educa- 
tion Society  which  operates  a public 
numismatic  museum  and  library  in  St. 
Louis;  and  is  probably  the  most  produc- 
tive scholzu"  currently  working  in  the 
American  field,  for  which  he  has  been 
awarded  both  the  Royd  Numismatic 
Society  cuid  our  own  Huntington  medals 
for  distinguished  numismatic  scholar- 
ship.” 

John  J.  Pittman  — John  is  truly  the  ‘‘Am- 
bassador of  Numismatics”  having  spent 
the  better  part  of  his  awards-rich  life  pro- 
moting the  hobby  aspects  of 
numismatics.  He  holds  the  unique 
distinction  of  having  served  as  President 
of  the  American  and  Canadian 
Numismatic  Associations  as  he  was  also 
named  Honorary  President  of  the 
Sociedad  Numismatica  de  Mexico.  Un- 
fortunately John  was  unable  to  join  us 
at  the  ceremony.  He  was  presented  his 
certificate  in  a special  ceremony  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Norweb  at  the  ANA  Con- 
vention in  Detroit  later  in  the  month.

Society 
Fellow  Joseph  R.  Lasser  sent  a beautiful 
floral  tribute  which  served  as  a glorious 
centerpiece  for  the  reception  which 
followed  the  special  meeting.  Later  that 
evening,  the  honorees  joined  members 
of  the  ANS  Council,  ANS  Gold  Circle 
Members  and  Millennium  Club 
Members  for  dinner  as  guests  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Norweb. 

Letters  Received 

The  Society  has  received  letters  from 
two  of  the  honorees  discussing  their  long 
association  with  the  ANS. 

From  Mr.  Kagin;  ‘‘From  the  time  I 
received  a nickel  with  a ‘mistake’  on  it 
(1883  without  cents)  in  payment  for  a 
Collier’s  magazine  in  1926,  coins,  curren- 
cy, etc.  fascinated  me.  My  first 
catalogues,  while  working  for  the 
Hollinbeck  Stamp  & Coin  Company  in 
the  30s,  consisted  of  a few  mimeograph- 
ed sheets  with  mostly  one  or  two  line 
descriptions. 

‘‘The  ANS  helped  in  the  evolving 
sophistication  of  my  catalogues  from 
those  simple  descriptions  to  the  more 
elaborate  and  informative  ones  of  later 
years.  Whether  by  letter,  phone  or  per- 
sonal visits,  the  ANS  was  cilways  most 
cooperative.  The  ANS  represents 


numismatics  as  an  ‘art’  and  a ‘science’ 
encompassing  what  we  call  ‘civilization.’ 

‘‘The  ANS  has  enriched  my  life  by 
enhancing  my  ‘flights  of  fancy’  through 
their  printed  publications,  seminars  and 
personal  contacts.  Membership  in  the 
ANS  helps  in  the  transition  from  being 
a ‘collector’  to  becoming  a 
‘numismatist.’  I note  a subtle  reaction 
when  mention  is  made  that  one  is  a 
member  of  the  ANS,  and  the  connota- 
tion is  made  that  one  appreciates  and 
supports  numismatics  as  an  ART  and  a 
SCIENCE.” 

Mr.  Newman  wrote:  ‘‘For  over  75 
years  numismatics  has  enlightened  my 
life.  I feel  as  if  I have  been  able  to  relive 
history  through  my  numismatic  collec- 
ting, research,  writing  and  teaching.  As 
a student  of  numismatics,  I was  privi- 
leged to  be'  nurtured  by  many  experts, 
including  the  staff  of  The  American 
Numismatic  Society. 

‘‘Sydney  P.  Noe  encouraged  my  in- 
terest in  early  American  coinage.  George 
C.  Miles  stimulated  me  always  to  study 
topics  in  great  depth.  The  intellectual 
community  of  dedicated  ANS  members 
and  colleagues  has  continually  been  a 
vital  stimulant  to  me,  and  my  service  to 
the  ANS  is  merely  a way  of  my  saying 
thanks.  I have  served  on  the  Council  of 
the  ANS  for  32  years  and  if  I am  privileg- 
ed to  continue,  I hope  to  be  among  the 
longest  serving  Council  members.” 

All  of  us  can  be  encouraged  and  in- 
spired by  the  thoughtful  dedication  and 
service  to  the  discipline  exhibited  by  the 
lives  of  the  1994  ANS  Honorary  Life 
Members.

July  15,  1994  marked  the  occasion  of 
a special  meeting  at  the  ANS  at  which 
four  ANS  members — Arthur  M.  Kagin, 
Frank  J.  Katen,  Eric  P.  Newman  and 
John  J.  Pittman — were  recognized  for  50 
years  of  membership  in  the  Society. 

ANS  President  R.  Henry  Norweb,  Jr. 
chaired  the  meeting  which  included  the 
presentation  to  each  honoree  of  a hand- 
lettered,  framed  certificate  identifying 
these  individuals  as  Honorary  Life 
Members  of  the  ANS,  followed  by  an  il- 
lustrated talk  on  “The  Rise  of  Realism 
and  the  New  Numismatics”  by  ANS 
Associate  Curator  John  M.  Kleeberg. 

Joyous  Occasion 

In  introducing  the  honorees,  Mr. 
Norweb  remarked,  “Today’s  program 
is  joyous  for  several  reasons.
